2. In concurring in this report, the IAC agencies wish to 
point out that the effects of recent budget cuts on intelligence 
activities cannot be assessed at this time, and are therefore 
not reflected in this report. 


3. Inasmuch as intelligence programs by their very nature 
are not subject to rapid change, I propose, with the con- 
currence of the IAC, that hereafter a complete revision of this 
status report be prepared only on an annual basis (as of 30 
June or such other date as the National Security Council may 
desire), and that semi-annually there be submitted a brief 
supplementary statement of the most significant changes which 
have occurred since the last annual report.
